. Following are proposed changes that Mayor Von Dee Cruse 
Says are needed for Granite City to meet a balanced budget in 
the coming fiscal year.: 

1. Eliminate oné third of.the city’s street! lights. Each light 
costs about $80 per year. Total savings would be $140,000. _ i 
2. Shift paying school crossing guards to the School District: 

A savings of $44,734 a year. E : i 

3. Continue the hiring freeze. Tt is ex) ted that the city will 
lose two people to retirement during Fiscal Year 7 result- 
ing ii a savings of approximately $70,000. 2 

4. Cut administrative costs (travel, books, office equipment, 
etc.) by $50,000 out of a budget of $125,000. ; 

Because those cuts -witt-stiti-leave the city $1,012,000 short of 
balancing the budget, it will therefore be necessary -ta 
increase revenues. Cruse says the fairest way to do this is to 
charge the people who use the services. Among proposals: 

1. A ‘4-cent increase in the city’s sales tax. Oneiof the city’s , 
big problems is its loss of retail.sales to ofher communities. 
Fairview Heights, for example, gets so much money in sales 
tax that they don’t even have a property tax. A %-cent 
increase would cost only 25 cents on a $100 purchase, ‘but 
would raise $260,000 for the city. Because of the state’s action, 
this tvould shift the tax from food and drugs to other items. 

2: The city’s business license structure is antiquated with 
fees ranging from $5 to $200 © year. A revision of this fee 
structure, bringing it up to date, making it more equitable, 
would generate about $25,000-a year: fe > aa 

3. Liquor licenses could be increased te provide more than 
$30,000 in additional revenue. 5 ‘ 4 

4. Current Seecgee for permits, inspections and fees are 
relatively low. Doubling them would produce almost. $120,000. - 

5. Vehicle stickers are currently just $5, An increase to $10 
would raise $45,000 next year, $15 would bring $90,000, etc. 

6. A_per-household fee for refuse. collection. ‘"The. biggest 
budget problem, and therefore the most feasible solution, 
regards trash hauling. Everyone is aware of the increasing 
landfill problem and resultant increasing cost of sheer 
This is an item that many cities do not provide and one 
Granite City can no longer afford.’’

Veteran thinks celebration 
for troops a bit overdone 


How many veterans out there think America’s praise of its 
Persian Gulf troops is a bit overdone? I know of at least one 

He called me a few days ago, a 70-year-old veteran who I think 
more than anything just wanted to get a few things off his chest 

He -was.a-battler-from- World War fl, having servéd in what 
was known as a ‘‘bastard outfit,"" — a group constantiy detached 

ivision of troops and 
hed to another. Of the six 
major conflicts in the Battle -of 
the Bulge, this soldier had been 
in five of them” 

He was with General Patton's 
ted Army for—awhile time 
in Holand, Belgiim, Germany 
Actually — like many Worid 2 
War II participants — he was all over Europe 

And, as Inany velerans are prone to do, this man pulled out his 
discharge papers recently and looked af them again. He began 
thinking of the many differences between his war and the’ Per- 
sian Gulf War 

Where could he begin? Well, when he fought, it wasn’t from a 
distance. There was no advanced tevhnology to ensure enemy 
kill. Many. deaths came with the enemy in arm's reach 

The were about 100 U.S ar-related casualties in the Guif in 
the two months of that war, a far cry from the many thousands 
who died in four years of the Second Warld War., 

As this rticular veteran pointed out, ‘I seen more guys than 
that killed in 10 minutes of fighting.” - * 

In the month since the end of the Gulf War, there have been 
continuous celebrations for returning servicemen. Everybody 
who went has been declared a hero, regardless if he fired Patriot 
missiles or simply suffered the inconvenience of sand in his tent 

All- that may be overkill prompted by our post:Vietnam syn- 
drome. In the late ‘60s and early "70s if seemed no one cheered 
when the troops came home. 

Today, we're making up the difference. Advance notice of Gulf 
returnees has been given to every media outlet within miles to 
ensure ample publicity. As my caller noted, ‘that didn’t happen 
much in World War II. ‘‘When I came home I ‘had to call my 
father-in-law to come pick me up,” he said. ‘ 
couldn't’ get a car.
